SHE Flagelet is an Inftrument that may very fitly be term'd eA Pleaſant 
Companion, for it may be carried in the Pocket, and fo without any trouble 
be.a Companion either by Land or by Water. It hath this advantage over 

other Inſtruments, that it is always in Tune : And for thoſe whole Genizs 

leads them to Muſick , I know not a more eaſe and pleaſant Inflrument : And though at 
firſt it may feem difficult to Beginners, yet with the PraQtice of a few hours, obferving theſe: _

Of Holding the Flazelet. | ; 
& 4 are two ways Of Holding the Flageler uſually taught by the Profeſſers on this 
Inftrunent + The firſt way is to hold it with the left handnext the month, the thumb 
and three fingers thereof on the four firſt Holes, and the thumb and firſt finger of the yighe 
hard on the two laſt, holding the End of the Flageler between tne ſecond and third fingers. 
The fecond way of holding it (which I conceive is the beſt ) is to hold it with the left 
hand next the month as before , with this difference, the thumb and two firſt fingers

| Of the manner of Playing on the Flagelet. 

' A LL Tunes or Lefſons for the Flageler are prick*d upon fix Lines, anſwering to the 


what Holes are to be ſtopt, there being ſo many , and the ſame holes to be ſtopt on the 
Flagelet each breath, as there are dots placed Perpendicularly on the fix Lines; as fuppoſe 


a dot upon the firſt or uppermoſt Line, the firſt hole on the Flagelet (agreeing with 


that firſt Line) muſt be ſtopt; and if there be two dsrs one over another , as on the firſt 
and ſecond, or firſt and third Lines, then the firſt and ſecond, or firſt and third holes on 


the Flageler are to be ſtopt; For inſtance, in pricking the Tune called Maiden Fair , for 


the two firſt Sounds or Breaths is made a dot upon the firſt and third Line twice over, and 
accordingly the firſt and third hole of the Flagelee muſt be ſtopt , and then blow gently 
| twice. The like is to be underſtood of the reſt; obſerving, that as many rows of 
dots as there are from top to bottom on the ſix Lines, ſo many ſeveral ſounds muſt there be

PraQtice to play theſe Eight Notes alcending and deſcending, till you are perfe( in 
them, always obſerving this Rule, that in Notes aſcending gradually, you muſt increaſe 
your Breath by degrees; andcontrary in Notes deſcending, and in Notes that Rile or Fall 
by Skips, you uſt ſucdenly increale or diminiſh my Breath, as "Fc Notes require : The

Of the Pinching Notes on the Flagelet. 
The Pinching Notes aſcend eight Notes higher than the Plain Notes, - and are diſtin- 
Sviſhed from them by a daſh drawn through the firſt or higheſt Dors, making it a Croſs, as 
in the foregoing Example. To play them on the Flagelet you muſt do thus : Bend your 
left thumb, and let it be but half over the firſt Hole (on which the Pinch is always made , 
by Pinching your Nail hard over half the Hole) then give it a ſtronger Breath than the 
former Notes had,.and you-ſhall find the Sound of the Flagelet-to be eight Notes higher. 
All the other Stops are the ſame with'the former. 
| Of the ſeveral Graces on the Flagelet. Oe 
In the former Example of Graces, the Mark or Character of a Beat and Shake is all one, 
but in Playing them is this difference : When the Mark is on the ſame Line even with the 
Dor, then you are to liſtup that nger and ſhake, and lay it down again before you play any 
other, this is called a Bear. But when the Mark ftands alone upon any other line under- 
neath the dot, then with the finger belonging to that Line onwhich it is fet you muſt ſhake, 
taking it off again before you play any other Note; and this is called a ſhake. Thethird 
. mark is for a ſlur or ſlide,that is, whentwo Notes are tyed together by a Crooked daſhunder- 
neath,then thoſe two Notes muſtbe expreſs'd with one Breath. There is another much like 
this,which concludes witha Bear, and is play'd thus: Hit the firſt Note with the tip of your 
Tongue, and continuing your Breath, take up the ſecond and bring on the firft beating.
